(This question requires a ballot vote on the floor, but not 
inclusion on the official ballot). (By Petition) (Selectmen do not recommend) 


Article 23: To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
to determine to what degree, if any, surrounding residential wells are 
impacted by the closed landfill located on Old Brown Road, Tax Map 5, 
Lot 38 (State of New Hampshire Source Water Hazard Inventory Site 
#199103027). (By Petition) (Selectmen do not recommend) 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to establish a job description 
for the position of Town Forester, a paid appointed position. (By 
Petition) (Selectmen Oppose 2 to 1) 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to establish a committee to 
determine how to better enforce the requirements of RSA Title XIX-A 
Forestry, Chapter 227-J Timber Harvesting, Section 227-J:8 and any 
other RSA’s, documents and information. We request that the 
(appointed or elected) committee conduct a one-year study to determine 
the needs of the community to establish satisfaction to all property 
owners and to determine the responsibilities of town officials regarding 
these matters. (By Petition) (Selectmen do not recommend)

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 2001 


This past year has been full of challenges for the Board of Selectmen. In the 
spring as a result of a proposed subdivision on the land adjacent to the old 
town dump, a concern was voiced regarding the quality of the surface and 
ground water in proximity to the landfill. The Board hired a highly qualified 
and experienced certified geologist to perform a hydro-geological survey of the 
site. Four test wells were installed and the water was sampled to determine the 
level of contamination, if any. We were happy to report that the landfill got a 
clean bill of health. No levels on contaminants that would pose a health hazard 
were detected. 

In May the Veteran Memorial Monument was erected in front of the Town 
Hall. In June a Building committee was formed to study the needs, size, and 
location of a new municipal building. The committee met numerous times 
over the summer and fall. As a result of their efforts the Board has revised the 
original plan of last year and have come up with what we feel is a superior 
building that will better serve the Town for a longer time, and be a more 
efficient use of our tax dollars. The proposed building would be located on 
Hadley Highway next to Schoolhouse #6 which was relocated this past summer 
to Town owned land on Hadley Highway. 

9-1-1 changes went into effect in July after several years of groundwork. 
Many members of the community have been involved with revising the Master 
Plan that should be completed in the next few months. A wage study was done 
for Town employees by an outside agency to better determine and justify the 
-wage scale for now and in the future. Several of the zoning ordinances were 
scrutinized and revisions have again been proposed to the voters for better 
clarification and improvement. One of the ordinances we have given a lot of 
attention to and have proposed a revision to, is the Planned Residential 
Development or PRD. 

Lastly, we have been involved with three lawsuits for most of the year that 
has cost you the taxpayer a lot of money and has taken up a lot of the Board’s 
time. In our estimation this is very unproductive time that could have been 
better spent involved with projects to improve the quality of life in Temple for 
our children and for all of our residents. 
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The climate in Town over the past year has had a controversial overtone 
and not necessarily in a positive way. Differences of opinion are healthy and 
involvement by our residents over issues is a good thing. We certainly have 
seen a lot of interested residents this year as can be witnessed by the turnouts at 
our meetings and those of the other Boards. However, for this to work 
effectively, you need to be part of the solution, not part of the problem. 

It is the obligation and responsibility of the Board of Selectmen to make 
recommendations that are in the best interest of the Town as a whole. We have 
done this to the best of our ability and will continue to do so in the upcoming 
year.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets the first Thursday of the month at the 
Municipal Building. This is an open meeting and all are welcome to attend. 
Notices of applications that will be acted upon are posted at the Town Hall, 
Monadnock Ledger and the Temple Store. 

The board members this year had a busier year than most. We acted upon: 
3 variances, 5 special exceptions and 2 appeals of an Executive Decision this 
year. The board did its best to handle all cases fairly and enforce the Zoning 
Ordinances of Temple. These Zoning Ordinances were created to help 
preserve the character of Temple.

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TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


Lumber markets have cooled down over the past year as compared to the 
record highs of a year ago. As a result the demand for forest products in our 
area has leveled off a bit. This can be seen in Temple by the decline in Intents 
to Cut filed, dropping from 17 last year to 8 so far this fiscal year. 

For the tax year April 1, 2000 through March 31, 2001, 17 Reports of 
Wood or Timber Cut were received by the Town. Yield taxes assessed for 
these harvesting operations totaled $28,007.33. As of February 1, 2002, 8 
Intents to Cut have been filed with Town for the current tax year. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to 
this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel 
wood for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax years runs 
from April 1st to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew 
the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed by 
June 30th, a 90 day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to 
Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. | 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

The Conservation Commission meets the first Monday of the month with the 
exception of January and July at 5:00 p.m. in the Temple Municipal Building.

The year started out with a huge commitment to conservation in Temple in 
response to the town’s favor of three warrant articles submitted by the 
Commission in March’s town meeting. A warrant asking for the town to 
support the appropriation of the entire amount of the 10% land use change tax 
to the Conservation Commission for land protection purposes was favored by 
78%. The town also favored an increase in the Commission’s membership, 
and the management of a town-owned wetland area for conservation on Route 
45 just north of town. 

Temple’s new conservation wetland area was dedicated in October to 
long-time Conservation Commissioner Chris A. Weston. The day included 
revealing of a sign designed and produced by member, Don Kraemer, a lovely 
speech by Priscilla Weston, and a tour of the conservation area. The views 
from the White Ledges are now better than ever thanks to many volunteers and 
three workdays. A new gate (produced by Temple resident Doug Heck) has 
been installed at the entrance to this sixteen-acre site. Junior member, Eric 
Foley offered to work on a scrapbook of these and other Conservation 
Commission events, and has begun an album of photos and memories. 

The new annual Community Vision Series was a hit this year. Guests for 
the series of meetings held at Friendship Hall during the winter months 
included Diyit Taylor of NH Wildlife Federation who offered a slideshow 
called “The Dollars and Sense of Open Space’, Ben Mahnke of The 
Monadnock Conservancy who presented a slideshow on preserving land in the 
Monadnock Region; and stories of the history of Temple by our own Priscilla 
Weston. 

The Commission completed each scheduled roadside cleanup on its section 
of General Miller Highway as required by the state Adopt-A-Highway project. 
Chair, Dave Foley facilitated the application process for others to join in on 
this roadside adoption project, and now all sections of state highways in town 
are represented in the Adopt-A-Highway project. 

The year’s annual projects were completed on schedule. These included 
the White Ledges vista clearing, involvement in the newly revitalized Good 
Roads Day celebration, and annual monitoring of state-held conservation 
easements. The Commission was also responsible for site reviews and reports 
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of such to NH Department of Environmental Services on two culvert projects 
and two pond projects. The Commission did some housecleaning during the 
year. It set up a Natural Resources Inventory reference library in the 
Municipal building; wrote and adopted by-laws; and worked with Town 
Treasurer, Walt Birdsall to establish a financial accounting and reporting 
system. 

As they did last year, members of the Commission this year attended 
workshops on wetlands, forestry, and land conservation; and attended the NH 
Association of Conservation Commission’s Annual Meeting. Members also 
attended workshops on the Natural Resources Inventory (NRI) process, and on 
the application process for the Lands and Community Heritage Investment 
Program (LCHIP). Jeff Porter of Southwest Region Planning Commission 
(SWRPC) visited and spoke to members about the NRI and how to incorporate 
it into the new Master Plan. 

The Commission assisted in a trail construction project in the Brooks 
Quinn Memorial Bird Sanctuary in the center of town. The trail was christened 
by the Village Green Committee on a beautiful October afternoon during a 
dedication ceremony of granite benches to two founding members of that 
group.

The year 2001 kept us very busy with 357 calls for medical aid with 55 of 
those calls in the Town of Temple. 

Our membership includes 1 First Responder, 14 EMT-Basics (3 are in 
school studying for the next level EMT-Intermediate), 11 EMT-Intermediates 
(2 are in school studying to by EMT-Paramedics) and 6 Paramedics spread 
throughout the 3 towns that we serve. These dedicated volunteers serve 
countless hours for our communities on ambulance duty, training, and in 
school striving for the next level of training to provide the best care available, 
and we are very grateful to each and every one of them. 

We have purchased a new Medtronic-Physio Control LifePak 12 Cardiac 
Monitor/Defibrillator that will replace the current monitor/defibrillator on our 
ambulance housed in the Town of Temple. This monitor is state of the art with 
many more capabilities than the monitor it replaces. This piece of equipment 
will enable all of our members to provide the most updated standard of care 
available to all of our patients. This past year we again had the need for 
helicopter transfer, this time from the Town of Temple to UMASS Worcester, 
a Level One Trauma Center, for a critically injured patient, victim of a motor 
vehicle accident. Family members are very grateful for the care she received 
on scene, that enabled her to enjoy the recovery that she has made. 

Thank you to all of you that make this service work as well as it does, and 
to the communities that continue to support us.

2001 was a good year for the TVFD. No major parts were broken (trucks or 
firefighters). We have 25 active firefighters on the roster. Captain Mike 
Connolly and I worked with training officers in the Southwest Regional Mutual 
Aide Association to develop a 32 hour (two weekend) firefighter 101 class that 
is offered at Meadowood Fire School in Troy. This year six of our newer 
firefighters attended this class designed to teach the very basics required to 
make a new volunteer safe and effective. 

Lightning struck more than once last year. Lightning caused a second 
alarm fire on Fish Road and damaged a neighbor’s garage and car. Lightning 
also hit the fire station destroying our base station radios, two garage door 
openers and several fluorescent lights. Insurance paid to repair the station 
damage but the cost appears in the fire budget. 

Two 1000 watt Honda generators were purchased to power scene lighting 
and small power tools such as sawzalls. 

Our aging truck fleet performed well this year thanks to Maintenance 
Officer Luke Peterson. The rescue truck received a new clutch and rear brakes. 
The pumper and tanker both had minor maintenance items. 

The 9/11 terrorist attack affected all firefighters across the country. It 
seemed to pull our department closer together. We are working with mutual 
aid districts across the state to develop a state wide disaster response plan. A 
plan we hope to never use. 
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Thank you to all the TVFD volunteers, Auxiliary, friends, family and 
supporters. Like the Patriots we can only win working as a team! Our 
defensive line can always use new volunteers.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 


As you know, Monadnock Family Services is active in your community 
providing quality mental health services to residents who need them, regardless 
of their ability to pay. As part of this mission, we feel it is important to let you 
know the extent of our work, and are pleased to give you the enclosed census 
report which outlines the services provided to Temple residents during 
2000/2001. Over the past year, MFS provided services to over 3,800 adults, 
children and older adults, of which 31 were residents of Temple. 

MES needs your financial support to help underwrite the cost of services 
we provide to the uninsured and underinsured individuals in your town. Based 
on figures from the 2000 population estimates from the NH Office of State 
Planning, we are asking for the equivalent of $1.25 per capita, which for the 
town of Temple amounts to $1621.25. 

We ask for your consideration and support of the $.25 per capita increase 
in our request. MFS has not increased its request to towns for over a decade. 
However, costs of providing services to the uninsured has increased steadily 
due to rising treatment costs and more people seeking subsidized services. The 
costs to MFS of serving the uninsured and under-insured residents of the 
Monadnock Region has averaged half a million dollars annually for the past 
three years. United Way funds and town subsidies cover approximately one 
third of this significant expense. Our services to uninsured adults are further 
jeopardized as state regulations prohibit us from supplementing non-funded or 
under-funded services with state funds. 

Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we hope that 
our partnership in caring for the residents of Temple will continue. We work 
very hard to keep our costs down, and to identify, whenever possible, alternate 
sources of funding for this population. 

In addition to the census report, I have enclosed materials describing the 
services we provide. If you have questions, or require more information, a 
representative from the agency will be happy to speak with you. Again, your 
support is very important to us. By working together, we help to insure our 
communities remain healthy and vital places to live, work and grow. Thanks 
for your consideration.

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PROJECT LIFT 


Project LIFT literacy program that is located at the Fuller Public Library has 
been providing literacy services to ten communities since 1992, including the 
town of Temple. Since first organized, LIFT has been providing free 
educational services to undereducated adults, 16 years and older, to rural 
communities in Antrim, Washington, Deering, Temple, Bennington and others. 
Our goals have remained constant through the last ten years. They are to 
improve the literacy skills of the undereducated, to encourage volunteerism 
through the effective participation of community tutors, and to promote the 
role of local libraries as additional resource centers. 

Through the efforts of a full-time literacy coordinator, Project LIFT has 
been successful in attaining these goals. Since its inception in 1992, nearly 
450 adults from target communities have been involved in the program. More 
than 170 volunteers have been recruited from those same communities and 
have been trained to provide individual instruction for adults who wish to 
improve their reading, writing, or math skills, as well as prepare for the GED 
examination. To date, there has been nearly 100 student’s (92) who have 
achieved their GED. | 

The need for a program such as Project LIFT is well documented. In the 
towns of Antrim, Bennington, and Hillsboro alone, there are more than 1200 
adults over 18 without a high school diploma. All are potentially eligible for 
LIFT services. Before our program was established, the Fuller Public Library 
attempted to coordinate a library based adult literacy program. However, 
without the support of a full time Coordinator, the student/tutor pairs had 
difficult time accessing appropriate materials and tutors felt the lack of on 
going training and support. Before the establishment of Project LIFT, students 
residing in Antrim, Bennington, and Hillsboro had to travel 25 miles to either 
Concord or Keene to pursue their education. Given the harsh winters of the 
area, as well as the unreliable transportation of many students, this was not a 
realistic option. 

Now, our services blend with other community agencies in each town that 
we serve. Although initially funded through Federal Library Literacy funds, 
funding for the past five years has been achieved through a variety of sources, 
including contributions from ten area towns, individual and corporate 
contributions, private foundations and the State Department of Education. 

There is an average of 74 students served by Project LIFT that stay in the 
program throughout the entire year. The estimated budget for year 2002 is 
$37,688.13 which includes coordinator salary/benefits and program costs. The 
following formula shows us approximately how much cost per student, 
excluding the State Department of Education funding. 
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$37,688.13 Budget Expenses 
$16,284.94 Less DOE funding 


$21,403.19 Funds to raise from towns/private/foundations 


$21,403.19 divided by average amount of students (based 
on last 5 yrs.) 74 students = $289.00 


Because we are never sure how many students will come from which 
towns, we originally asked for small donations from the smaller towns. We 
have been trying diligently to keep budget costs on a constant level. 

Project LIFT served 5 students from Temple between September 2000 and 
September 2001. The contribution of $100.00 was appreciated last year and 
we hope that we can expect the same for 2002. Please feel free to contact me 
with any additional questions you may have regarding the budget or our 
program.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 2001 


In the year 2001, the Planning Board approved a site plan review of four 
existing locations, run by the Lucas Foundation and approved renewal permits 
for two gravel pits. We also approved a one lot minor subdivision, several lot 
line changes, and a six lot planned residential development off Fish Road and 
Brown Road. During the review process of the six lot planned residential 
development, test wells were dug at the old town dump site. the results were 
favorable as to the water quality and those results have been posted for the 
town’s inspection. The Planning Board is currently working in a united effort 
with staff members from the Southwest Regional Planning Commission to 
update and rewrite our Master Plan. The basic studies phase is largely 
completed. Now many Temple residents are contributing their time and talents 
toward establishing policies, goals and objectives which will guide the design 
of the Comprehensive Plan. The Planning Board appreciates their active 
participation. I would like to thank Carol Ogilvie of the Southwest Regional 
Planning Commission for all her help. We will continue to work on the 
comprehensive plan through this coming year. 

I would like to stop here to express my thanks and appreciation for my 

fellow members on the Planning Board. they have, and continue to put a great 
deal of time and effort into their work. I would like to share a few words from 
a dear old friend and former planning board member, Warren Quinn, who said 
in 1981, 
“’.. All of us would like to keep Temple as it is today, but there is no way we 
can escape the social and economic pressures that influence our society today. 
On the other hand, we have had the state, through its Department of Resources 
and Economic Development, enticing industry into the state. This means more 
people, which creates a need for more housing. On the other hand, we have 
town wanting to stay “like we are”. This situation is an unresolved 
contradiction. As time goes on, the Zoning and Subdivisions on the state and 
local level become more complex, and thus more difficult to administer in an 
equitable manner. A question that any Planning Board should give much 
thoughtful consideration is, how are we going to reconcile the rights of the 
individual and the interests of the town? The challenge of the future is not 
only to keep Temple (and New Hampshire) as attractive as it is now, where we 
are able to have a sense of community through a sense of personal identity and 
harmony with the environment.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and continue to reduce the 
risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for any open 
burning unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding 
areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators 
are also liable for all fire suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT 
aright. Help us to protect you and our forest resource! Build small brush piles 
that can be quickly burned and extinguished. 

New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most of the 
fires were human caused. Due to dry conditions fires spread quickly impacting 
more than 20 structures. Homeowners can help protect their homes by 
maintaining adequate green space around the house and make sure that the 
house number is correct and visible. Only You Can Prevent Wildland Fires.

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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2001 


The tragedy of September 11th clearly demonstrates the need to reexamine and 
update the security and emergency response needs of the Town of Temple. 
The Temple Police Department, along with the New Hampshire Department of 
Emergency Management, is updating its emergency plan for the elementary 
school. We are in the process of creating and implementing a complete and 
comprehensive emergency plan, which will keep out children safe in the event 
of a disaster or emergency. 

The town is seeing an increase in the amount of traffic on all roads. The 
Southwest Regional Planning Commission conducted a vehicle volume study 
in may of 2001. the results show that over 1,100 vehicles travel General Miller 
Highway each day. The daily averages for Route 45 and Hadley Highway are 
1,250 cars and 600 cars, respectively. We have responded to numerous 
complaints of excess speeds on these roads. We will continue to monitor speed 
and Motor Vehicle Violations on all road in town, with a particular emphasis 
on the commuter roads. The Temple Police Department has a vigorous patrol 
policy. This has reduced Temple’s crime rate and improved the town’s 
security. 

A 2002 priority of the Temple Police Department is to provide citizens and 
department employees a safe and secure police facility. Our one room police 
station is no longer adequate. The police department and the Town of Temple 
are faced with several liability issues, particularly in the following areas: 
Safety of the public while they are conducting town business, privacy for those 
who need to consult with Police personnel regarding personal or sensitive 
matters, safety and privacy of detainees, and employee safety. Our goal is to 
come into compliance with Federal and State requirements and 
recommendations. 

I would like to thanks the citizens of Temple and The Board of Selectmen 
for their continued support. also the officers of the Town of Temple, the New 
Hampshire State Police, the Hillsborough County Sheriffs Department, and 
neighboring police departments for their continued efforts to assist the Town of 
Temple. I appreciate all that you do.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Summer : 

In the spring, it seemed like we went right from plowing snow on the last day 
in March, to grading roads a week later. It’s not very often that we have trouble 
grading roads because the snow banks are still too big, but such was the case 
this year. The gravel roads dried out quite well and the mud was minimal even 
though we had an extraordinary amount of snow. Our grader broke down on 
April 24 and, unfortunately, we did not get it back from the repair shop until 
May 24. The spring, summer, and fall were unusually dry with many wells 
without water. When we finally did get the grader back into service, we 
graded all the gravel roads as quickly as possible and then left them alone due 
to the lack of rain. 

In addition to our usual grading, ditching, roadside mowing, and culvert 
repair over the summer, we did the site work for the Old Schoolhouse #6 and 
finished the new addition to the Highway garage. We installed about another 
1000’ of underground drainage around town, totally rebuilt approximately 
2000’ of Webster Rd., shimmed and sealed the remainder of Webster Rd., the 
paved section of North Rd., and spread about 4000 ton of gravel on Old 
Peterborough Rd. and North Rd. 

We will be concentrating our work on the Colburn Rd. and East Rd. area in 
the summer of 2002. We will be paving, shimming, sealing, repairing culverts, 
and things of that nature. We will not be paving the gravel section of these 
roads. We also hope to finish off a section of the new cemetery, build a 
retaining wall near the tennis court driveway, and do some paving and grounds 
work in the center of Town. 


Winter: 

January of 2001 was fairly seasonable with six or seven small snowstorms and 
a bit of ice. In February and March we were buried. 28” of snow on February 
6 was the beginning, then numerous small snowstorms and freezing rain 
through the remainder of the month. We had another 24” of snow on March 6,. 
10” on March 10, several more small storms, then the final hit of 15” on March 
30. We had plenty to keep us busy needless to say. 

November and December were quite mild fortunately. This gave us a 
chance to finish our summer projects that we were behind with due to the late 
spring start. We spent much of November spreading gravel and preparing for 
winter. We widened a dangerous section of North Rd., put in a new culvert, 
and then graveled the area in early December. On December 8, winter set in 
again with a 7” snowstorm and we continued on as normal from there.

The total expenditure for the Highway Department was $335,522.00. The 
Town was reimbursed $9,359.00 from our Insurance Company for accident 
damage and $6,371.00 from the New Hampshire Office of Emergency 
Management for severe storm damage. The $3.045.00 spent in Bridge Repair 
was on paper only to correct a previous error. Approximately $16,000.00 was 
spent on repairs to the grader in 2001 and over $20,000.00 of the Maintenance 
Fund will be spent on grader repairs in 2002. We also received $57,162.00 
from the State of NH as our share of the Gasoline Tax. This is called the Block 
Grant and is to be used for highway maintenance and repairs.

CEMETERIES 

The year as a whole was quite dry, so the grass in the cemeteries didn’t grow 
quite as fast as usual. Miller Cemetery was fertilized twice to help keep it 
green. We also put a lot of lime on the grass to compensate for the high acidity 
from the pine trees. Ants got into one of the big pines causing it to fall apart in 
one of the wind storms. We took it down completely and ground off the 
stump. Several of the shrubs were removed as they were getting too large. We 
purchased corner markers for the last row of lots in Miller Cemetery. 

Repairs were made on several of the old monuments in East Cemetery that 
were deteriorating and a few of the large ones were cleaned. We also had the 
storage shed painted and new shingles put on it. 

The money that was allocated to be spent on the new cemetery was not 
spent due to time constraints. We will try again to get this work done in 2002.

Article 9: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen the authority pursuant to RSA 674:40-a to accept any 
dedicated street appearing on subdivision plats approved by the Planning 
Board. A public hearing is required on any proposed acceptance prior to the 
Board of Selectmen taking any action. This authority will remain in effect 
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until rescinded by a vote of the town meeting. Seconded by Allan Oxman. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 72:28 V for an optional veterans exemption. The optional 
exemption is $100.00, rather than $50.00. Seconded by Allan Oxman. Voted 
in the affirmative. 


Article 11: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the town will vote to put three 
parcels of land taken by Tax deed for back taxes, reference Map 2 Lots 41, 
41-1, and 41-2, previously voted by the town to be retained, under the 
management of the Conservation Commission of the Town of Temple to be 
managed as a town conservation wetland area. Seconded by Allan Oxman. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 12: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the Town of Temple will vote 
to support efforts to preserve natural, cultural, and historical resources in the 
town through the NH Land and Community Heritage Investment Program 
(LCHIP). The LCHIP provides financial assistance (up to 50% matching 
funds) to municipalities and nonprofit organizations for protection of resources 
important to the economy, environment, and quality of life. Seconded by 
Allan Oxman. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 13: Motion by Robert Frazier to Table Article 13. Seconded by Allan 
Oxman. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 14: Motion by Sherry Fiske to see if the town will vote to increase the 
membership of the Conservation Commission from five to seven members and 
allow the appointment of two alternate members. Said members would serve 
for a period of three years. Seconded by Coral Olson. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 15: Motion by Robert Frazier to see if the Town of Temple will vote 
to discontinue the bridge capital reserve fund created in 1976. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to Temple 
general fund. Seconded by Debra Harling. Voted in the affirmative.
